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DETAILED ACTION 

Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . Applicant's IDS filed May 03, 2006 has been considered by the Examiner.

2. Applicant's election without traverse of claims 1 5 - 25, 50 - 60, 89 - 99, and 1 26 
- 136 in the reply filed on May 03, 2006 is acknowledged. 

3. Claims 1 - 1 4, 26 - 49, 61 - 88, 1 00 - 1 25, and 1 37 - 1 51 are withdrawn from 
further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected 
invention, there being no allowable generic or linking claim. Election was made without 
traverse as indicated above.
